When I was in Sitka last June Mr. Austin spoke to me about 
the trouble over the boys’ cottages. It seems there was a difference 
in the price of those first erected and those subsequently erected, I 
think the difference was about $50. and I think the second lot of 
cottages were probably better than the first, but no one in Sitka has 
ever been able to convince the Indian boys of the justice of paying 
more for one cottage than for another. Can’t you in some way batast a 
this matter? Mr. Austin has some money that he has received from the 
boys on account of payments, and he has written me to know what to do 
with it, and I have replied to his inquiries advising him to Lumera 
to you and confer with you in reference to the other matter. As 
Mr. Austin is now acting in double capacity, he is of course sreatly 
burdened with work. Can’t you take up this matter and aanee it in 
some way so as to stop the unpleasant feeling that exists among the 
Indian boys? I assume that when you are informed of this you will 
devise 2 way to make everything smooth.
